thoſe great things which our-eyes have ſcen, and 
which wehave heard with our cars , which are 
now come to paſle, and that our Captivity ſhould 
be ſo ſoon at an end, we ſhould have given little 
credirunto him : nay, I doubt me if an Angel had 
been ſent to proclaim theſe glad tydings unto us, 
whether we (hvald have believed him ; For the 
things we ſce fulfilled this day before our. eyes 
are -above humane reaſon , They are AMiratilis 
Dei, The wonders of God Almighty, and ought to 
be marvellous in our Eyes. | 
Addeuntothis which is'the height and com- 
plement of the ſolemnity of the day, That we do 
not repreſent this day the Perſon of a Tyrant or 
Uſurper as-ſome of late have done, bur the 'Pet- 
ſon of our natural Lord -and King, Charles the ſe. 
cond, by the Grace of God of England, Scotland , 
France and 1reland King, and that you are by a 
legal Power, derived from him , called together 
to adviſe with bim, De ardu;s & urgentibus Regyut 
Negotiis | 
 Wearealſo glad to {ce the general Convention 
of Ireland turn'd to a Parliament, and: the Mor- 
rallity of the one ſwallowed up in the Immorta- 
lity of the other, and why ſo 2 becauſe though the 
general Convention of 1relazd for the time it con- 
rained , acted very worthily , yct it could not do 
the work which is intended , For neither the Con- 
vention, nor his Majzfttes gracious Declaration , 
nor ahy thing but a Parliament could cympleat 
the great work which is to be done. 
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It is true that the Convention had. cxtcllent 

conceptions tending/to the gaod of the: Kingdom, 
and/brought many of chem-ro rhe birth, (bur ir 
wanted ſtrength to bring forth, and therefore tt 
was one of thcir hvmble Deſires by their Com- 
miſſianers unto bis Maj<ſty, That a Parliamenc 
might. be called with convenient ipzed' for the 
putting of ſeveral chtngs: (which'they preſented 
to his Majcſty) into Laws for the good of this 
Kingdom, ang thus this Phxz;x was contented to 
be conſumed with the ardent affeQtion which ir 
borc.to its Countrcy, That our of the aſhes thereof 
another, more <xcellent then it (elf might ſpring, 
as it is at this day. 
_. This might ſerve in gcucral for a reaſon why 
this Parlizment was called, bur 1 ſhall in a more 
particular manner give you: the reaſons of it , and 
that very bricfly, /umma ſequar Veſtigia Rernm, and 
leave the fuller Declaration thereot to my Lord 
Primate of Ardmazh , appointed Speaker of the 
Houſe of Peers pro tempore. 

The main and fundamental occafton of calling 
you together at this time, is to ſettle every mans 
meum 0 tuam, which are are the great concern- 


- ments of this world , in fuch a way as every man 


may know which is his Meum & tuum, 
You well know that theſe are the things which. 
accaſion moſt differences inthis world ,This is made 
molt commonly the ground of War betwixt Prin- 
ces, and of ali differences in civil ſocieties, and 
how hard a thing ir is to do this you cannot bur 
apprehend, when as at preſent there is thar incer- 
tainry 
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xainty of mcns Eſtates in ihis Kingdom,as hardly 


 canany man ſay This or that Land 1s mine own 


and uncertainty we all know is the mother of Con- 
tention, and mcns mindes are ſeldome quier un- 
till their Eſtate be ſettled : The Law faith, thar 
the Freehold cannor be in abeyance, except in_ 
one only caſe ; Bur as the condition of aftaires 
now is inthis Nation , the Freehold is in abey- 
3nce in moſt mens caſes : What 1s that namely , 
as the great Maſter of our Law ſaith , 72 conſidera- 
tione Legis, in conſideration of the Law, and muſt 
be ſettled by a Law (there being firſt, Mature con- 
ftderatione habita) before there can be any ſertle- 
ment. 

The firſt ſort of men who ought to be ſecured 
and ſettled intheir juſt poſſeflions are the Adtenty- 
rers.l fay juſt poſſeſſrors;tor if the foundation which 
is now to be laid be not right, the ſuperſtructure 
cannot be firm or laſting , Except the Lord build the 
houſe, they labour in vain that build it ; and certain- 
ly there isallthe reaſon in the world that theſe 
men ſhculd be fecrred in their juſt poſlſeflions, 
For theſe were Adventurers indeed , for when 
there was no vilible means for the relict or re- 
covery of almoſt loſt Irelazd, when the Nor- 
thern Rebels were rampant in the field, and 
like a Land-flood carried all before them, when 
the Town of Tyedah, which-was the only Bulwark 
lefr betwixt ns and them, was beſieged with 
twenty thouſand of them, when Du4liz the Mc- 
tropolitan City of this Kingdom was threarned 
wicn a fiege, and the whole Land as tt were in

a flim2 round adutus; waen we could hearc 
nothing bur the ratling of Drums, the found- of 
Trumpets, the neighing an4 trampling of Horſes, 
and the noiſe of Cannons;when a common deſtru- 
etion threatned every Engliſh min in this King- 
dom. . when we could hear in every place the 
word of Command given, Kill, kill, &c. Andno 
difference m1de of age or ſex, Then did theſe 
noble Adventurers open their purſes, and ſent re. 
lief unto us, when all was in a manner loſt, and 
ought not theſe men to be performed with in a 
fitting way, according tv the ſolemn undertaking 
in the Statute of xvii. Carol;. No man will or can 
in Reaſon ſpeak againſt ir. 

The next fort of men that are to be provided 
for,are the Sauldiers , and theſe were Adventu- 
rers indeed , for they carried their lives in their 


hands , and adventured themſelves and all they 


had in our Qu1rrel , and for our preſervation , 


and am>onglit cheſe thoſe Worthies — | 
the 


called the fourty nine m2n , who ſtooJ in 
breach , and made goud their ground until rhey 
were ſeconded o:t of England by thoſe Forces 
which cam? from thence ; Theſe muſt nor be 
poſtpon'd as they were inthe Uſurpers time,but 
ſpecial regard muſt be had of them, as of thoſe 
who did undergo the brunt and fury of the Rebels. 
The Adventurers without theſe could do lit- 
tle, and the Souldiers without the Adventurers 
purſe would not do m11ch, For who goeth to War at 
his own charge, But the Adventurer and Souldier 
joyning together, dtd, carry on this great m_ 
an 
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and ought to be ſatisfied in a reaſonable and fit- 
ting manner, 

Thcre is another ſort of people who. are not to 
be torgottcn, Namely, the old Protcſtant and in- 
nocent- Papiſt, whoſc rightis to be inquired into, 
For it is a Maxime inour Law, That azareoit xe po- 
it miorier, an ancient right cannot die, 

If Naboths Vineyard ſhould fall unto any mans 


lot, it had been better for him to be without it , 


Ve muſt not rob Peter to pay Paul, as the com- 
mon ſaying 1s. 

You are now made Judges of this matter, and 
in a word your work is ſuum curque trituere,which 
is the higheſt work of Juſtice , and it is for this 
end you were called together, and if that you 
will follow thoſe heavenly Rules -__ by the 
moſt Revercnd Father in God , the Lord Biſhop 
of Downe, in his watning Sermon, . which 1 wiſh 
were imprinted inall your hearts, yeu cannot do 
amiſs. His Majeſty - hath in his great wiſdome 
ſhewn you by his Declaration the way to- go tho- 
row this great wotk, which if he had not done you 
would find it a moſt difficule work,and Bills arc in 
preparation for you to that purpoſe:God grant you 
wiidom and underſtanding to-do that which beco- 
meth wiſe and ſober men. His Majeſties gra- 
cious Declaration muſt be the corner ſtone of this 

reat ſtructure, but this ſtone muſt be poliſned , 
| onde and fitted for the building , for ziþil eff 
ex omne parte perfeFum. And now that I have in 
brief declared unto you the reaſons of calling this 
Parliament, I ſhould leave it to my Lord ano” 
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of Ardmagh to be further amplyfied and ſo to con- | 


clude ; Bur in breif let me put you in mind of 


ſome of thoſe great things which his Majeſty hath 
done for us, {ince his moſt happy Reſtauration. 
Firſt, Whereas the General Convention of 7re- 
land did by their Commiſſioners preſent unto his 
Majeſty three and ewenty humble requeſts forthe 
welbeing of Church and Common-wealth in this 
Kingdom , his Majeſty denied them none of their 
requeſts, but either granted them zz termipts , or 
what he did not,his Majeſty referr'd to his Lords, 
Juſtices and Council to grant, _ 
.Secondly,when the Convention had all they de- 
fired thus granted to them, His Mzjeſty hath held 
out unto us by his moſt gracious Declaration much 
more then the general Convention of 1reland de- 
fired, : 
Thirdly,His Majeſty hath leftthe diſpoſing and 
diſtributing of all his Royal Eſcheats and forfeited 
Lands in 1reland, which I am confident are more 
then all his Predeceffors, Kings and Queens of 
England have had ſince the Conqueſt, to be difſtri- 
buted by honourable Commiſſioners, Secundum 
equum & bonum, which I pray God they may do 
ro the ſatisfaction of all Intereſts ; His Majeſty 
hath reſerved none of thofe Lands to himſelf, no 
not ſo as for Forreſts, Chaſes, Parks, or like uſes , 
which he might juſtly and lawfully do. 
Fourthly,his Majeſty hath beengraciouſly plea- 
ſedtograntus a Parliament ro begin as on this 
day, which if that he had denied us, all his Con- 
ceſhons to the Convention, all his Grants compri- 
ſed in his Declaration, and that vaſt and unpar-

ralled Conceſſion of all his forfeited Lands in this 
Kingdom þad fallen to the ground and come to 
nothing, for none of choſe could be ſetled bur by 
Parliament, wherein we ae to obſerve the cir- 
cumſtance of time, when our Parltament was .to 
begin, namely on the very day when the Parlia- 
ment in Exglaud was to begin , | as if his Majeſty 
had an equal care of both Kingdoms , like Royal 
Queen Dido, who ſaid to Eneaas, Tres terinuſque 
mihi nallo. diſcrimine agitir , or did conceive that 
che Parliament of Erglang could not ſettle the 
buſineſle of 1relazd, as indeed it cannot. 

Fifthly, His Majcſty hath given us all his Re- 
venue in this Kingdom, certaine and caſual , and 
whatſoever may be called his towards the main- 
cenance and keeping of the Army in 1relazd ; this 
his Majeſty could do without a Parliament , and 
therefore ex gratia ſpecials has done it. 

Laſtly, His Majcſty , notwithſtanding fo grear 
debts contracted by in him forraign parts abroad 
during his baniſhmear, hath.ſent us very lately our 
of his own private Purſe twenty thouſand pounds 
at one time,and thirty thouſand pounds at another 
time to pay part of the Army for our eaſe, 
whereby his people here might be eaſed of pare 
of the Charge of rhe Army , and it his Majeſty 
could haye done more, he would have done it, 

Will you know what hath been done by the 
Lords, Juſtices in order to this, truly it is very fit 
that you ſhould, be made acquainted with it, and 
therefore Liball in brief give you an account | 
thereof, 

The Army is naw apdelied; according to the 
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PR En 
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eſtabliſhment ſent by his Majeſty out of Englazd ; and 
in order thereunto they have in the firſt place dil- 
banded an entire or whole Regiment of Dragoons 
and- Officers. 

Secondly,they have reduced fourty Troops of Horſe 
ro thirty. | 
- Thirdly, the Officers of one hundred and fix Foot 
Companies are reduced to fixty (ix. | 


And laftly , they have disbanded 1650. private 


ſoulders which will be a very great caſe ro the Coun- 
try, but I muſt tell you withal ebar there are rwenty 
three-months Arrcars due to the Army, whercoft 
eight moneths ſince his Majeſties Reftauration, 

And now it is time for us to recolle& our ſelves , 
and to conſider, Qed retribuimm ; what return ſhall 
we make to his Majeſty tor all this his goodnefs, You 
know whoſe ſaying itis ; That ry whom much is g1- 
ven; from them much is expected. And now I conteſs 
Tamata ſtand: | 

His Majeſty hath given us more then I can expreſs, 
and forgiven tous more then I can fer forth unto you, 
But whether he hath given or forgiven moſt I cannor 
determine with my ſelf, Only this, Thatin forgiving 
he-hath given, and if he had not forgiven firlt , he 
could nar have given,nor were we perſons-capable to 
receive. 

Hath he not paſt by the greateſt wrongs that could 
have been committed againſt a ſacred Majeſty, even 
Rebellion of all ſides, which is as the fin of VVitch- 
craft; Nay hath he notrewarded many of his open 
and known Enemies in a high meaſure, to the a- 
mazement of the world , and the great regreat of 


his beſt and moſt Loyal SubjeRts, Hath he nr for- 
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given-you theſe greatarreares of rene due unto: hing 
during his baniſhmentzfor the. payment made by. you 
co" uſurpers hands, could be no diſcharge unto. you 
of what was juſtly due to the Lord Paramount, as. 
my Lords the Judges will tell you; All that you have, 
your Lives and Eſtates were very lately at the Kings 
mercy, and you could not call any thing your own: 
It you ſhould give him all you haye,, you give him 
bur whar was his own before, but: his -Mercy hath 
triumphed above his Juſtice , and bleſſed be God:- 
for it, Therefore let your hearts be enlarged, and: 
remember in due time to give to our Royal Ceſar; | 
the things which are (eſars, and be ſure to give un-: 
ro God the things that are Gods ,' Remove. all he- 
refies and profaneneſle out of the Church for ex- 
cept the Church which is the Pillar of Truth be 
placed right, the whole ſtrutnre will inevitably 
come to the ground ; But I fear that. I am entring 
upon the Province of another man whoſe proper 
work is to inlarge himſelf on this ſubjet, and to 
begin where I leave; I mean my Lord Primate of 
Ardmagh , Who is appointed by his Majeſty ro be 
Speaker of the Houſe of Peeres protempore, Which 
I ſhall leave (with the Diſmiſle of- you to your own 
Houſe to chuſe a Speaker) to his Lordſhip. 
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
